US 'super PAC' goes 
on attack for Gingrich 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
faltering White House cam¬ 
paign of Republican Newt 
Gingrich is getting support 
from an independent, pro-Gin¬ 
grich committee launching a 
series of attacks on frontrunner 
Mitt Romney, dubbing him a 
"predatory corporate raider." 

The ads from a so-called 
"super PAC," or political ac¬ 
tion committee, come as Gin¬ 
grich himself has denounced 
weeks of crippling attacks on 
him in Iowa from another 
group linked to the Romney 
campaign. 

The new ads come from the 
"Winning the Future" PAC 
which was formed just in De¬ 
cember in support of Gingrich, 
the former US House speaker 
who has been sagging in the 
polls since a bump late last 
year.

Venezuela plans 'clear' response to 
US expulsion of envoy 


SANTIAGO (AFP) - Vene¬ 
zuela said yesterday it plans a 
"clear and firm" response to 
the expulsion by the United 
States of its consul to Miami, 
who has been accused of in¬ 
volvement in a cyber-attack 
plot. 

"At the right moment, we 
will give a clear, firm and 
timely response" to Washing¬ 
ton's decision to expel Livia 
Acosta Noguera, Venezuelan 
Foreign Minister Nicolas 
Maduro said. 

Maduro made his remarks 
at an impromptu press confe¬ 
rence as he arrived at the 
Chilean Foreign Ministry 
headquarters in Santiago, 
along with his counterparts 


from Chile and Cuba, for a 
meeting of the Community of 
Latin American and Caribbean 
States (CELAC). 

Maduro gave no further 
comment on the expulsion of 
Acosta, but said, saying that 
"right now, our agenda is the 
union of Latin America." 

A documentary airing last 
month on the by Spanish-lan- 
guage Univision television 
channel indicated that in 2007, 
the Venezuelan diplomat was 
involved in a plot to commit 


cyber-attacks against US nu¬ 
clear facilities. 

The attacks allegedly were 
proposed to her by a Mexican 
computer expert, Juan Carlos 
Munoz, while she worked at 
the Venezuelan Embassy in 
Mexico City. 

Acosta assured Munoz she 
had direct access to advisers of 
President Hugo Chavez, who 
wanted to be kept informed of 
the alleged plot, Univision re¬ 
ported.

Curfew in 
Nigerian 
city after 
church 
attack 

KANO (AFP) - Police in 
Nigeria's northern state of 
Zamfara imposed a dusk-to- 
dawn curfew yesterday in the 
capital Gusau after demon¬ 
strators protesting a fuel price 
hike attacked a church. 

Zamfara state police 
spokesman Tambari Yabo 
said "hoodlums" smashed the 
windows of a Baptist church 
but there were no injuries, 
adding that 19 people had 
been arrested. 

"As a result of an attempt 
to breach the peace by some 
unpatriotic elements who 
took advantage of the protest 
and attacked Ebenezer Bap¬ 
tist church, a dusk-to-dawn 
curfew is hereby declared in 
Gusau," said Tabo. 

Tens of thousands demon¬ 
strated across Nigeria yester¬ 
day as part of a nationwide 
strike over soaring petrol 
prices, which resulted from a 
government move to end fuel 
subsidies on January 1. 

Earlier at least 10 people 
were wounded when a mob 
which detached from a fuel 
price protest march in the 
southern city of Benin, at¬ 
tacked a mosque. 

There are fears of wider 
religious violence in Africa's 
most populous nation and 
largest oil producer following 
repeated attacks on Christians 
blamed on Islamist group 
Boko Haram. 

Officials said however 
that oil output was not af¬ 
fected in a country that pro¬ 
duces around 2.4 million 
barrels per day. 

Nigeria is roughly divided 
between a mainly Muslim 
north and predominantly 
Christian south.

LONDON (AFP) - The British 
government discussed propo¬ 
sals yesterday to give Scotland 
the legal powers to hold a re¬ 
ferendum on independence, 
which could happen within the 
next 18 months. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron said a referendum 
should be held soon because 
the uncertainty about the issue 
was damaging Scotland's 
economy, although he remains 
strongly opposed to the break¬ 
up of the United Kingdom. 

Scotland's deputy first mi¬ 
nister Nicola Sturgeon, of the 
pro-independence Scottish Na¬ 
tional Party (SNP), accused 
Cameron of "a blatant attempt 
to interfere" in an issue that 
should be decided by Scotland 
and its people. In elections in 
May, the SNP led by Alex 
Salmond won the first overall 
majority in the Edinburgh par¬ 
liament since it opened in 
1999, and promised to hold a 
referendum on independence. 

Cameron's move is being 
seen as a ploy to force a refer¬ 
endum before the SNP wants 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP)-A 
landslide triggered by torren¬ 
tial rains killed at least three 
people in Rio de Janeiro state 
yesterday and 20 others may 
still be buried in the rubble, an 
official told Globo television. 

"It occurred at 3:30 am 
(0530 GMT) after 12 hours of 
nonstop rain," Sergio Murilo, a 
spokesman for the northern 
Sapucaia municipality, told 
Globo by telephone. 

He said eight houses col¬ 
lapsed and "14 to 20 people 
could be buried" underneath 
the rubble. 

The road leading to the area 
is completely cut off which 
means that rescue teams can

UN: Haitian influx into Brazil no 
humanitarian crisis 


BRASILIA (AFP) - The in¬ 
flux of Haitian economic mi¬ 
grants into Brazil does not 
amount to a humanitarian cri¬ 
sis, a spokesman for the UN 
refugee agency said yester¬ 
day while praising the coun¬ 
try's efforts to welcome them. 

"It is a difficult situation 
for the cities where the 
Haitians are arriving, but it is 
not a humanitarian crisis," 
said the UN High Commis¬ 
sioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR) official who spoke 
on condition of anonymity. 

The influx, which began 
in February 2010 shortly 
after Haiti was devastated by 
an earthquake, has been 
accelerating in recent days. 

Most of the Haitians are 
assembling in the towns of 
Tabatinga and Brasileia, on 
Bra- zil's northern border 
with Peru. 

In Brasileia alone, there 
are 1,100 Haitians, many 
with health problems or re¬ 


porting to have been abused 
by traffickers, according to 
human rights officials. 

"The Haitians arrived 
claiming to be refugees al¬ 
though virtually none of them 
qualify for this status. But 
Brazil generously gave them 
a humanitarian visa so that 
they can stay in the country 
and look for work, which is 
what they are really after," 
said the UNHCR spokesman. 

For that reason, the 
UNHCR is not directly in¬ 
volved but has offered to as¬ 
sist Brazilian authorities if 
needed, the source added. 

The Haitians in Brasileia, 
which has a population of 
20,000, are being sheltered in 
holding centers where au¬ 
thorities are providing food 
and medical care. 

Many of the migrants say 
they had to pay between 
$1,500 and $5,000 to traffick¬ 
ers in exchange for air pas¬ 
sage from Port-au-Prince to 


Ecuador and Colombia from 
where they trek to Brazil via 
Peru and Bolivia. 

Brazil, Latin America's 
dominant economy, has be¬ 
come the choice destination 
for Haitian and Bolivian mi¬ 
grants lured by ongoing mas¬ 
sive infrastructure projects 
linked to the country's host¬ 
ing of the 2014 football 
World Cup and the 2016

Thirtheen 
bodies dumped 
near Mexican 
gas station 

MORELIA (AFP) - Mexican 
police found 13 bodies 
dumped near a gas station in 
the western state of Michoa- 
can, authorities said yesterday. 

The bullet-riddled male 
bodies were found early yes¬ 
terday in the town of Zi- 
tacuaro, according to a 
statement from the local attor¬ 
ney general’s office. 

Michoacan, some 200 miles 
(300 kilometers) west of Me¬ 
xico city, is one of the worst- 
hit areas in a wave of drug- 
related violence which has left 
around 50,000 dead, according 
to media counts, since Presi¬ 
dent Felipe Calderon launched 
a crackdown on organized 
crime in 2006. 

Remnants of the pseudo-re¬ 
ligious La Familia drug gang 
and its offshoot the Knights 
Templar are known to operate 
in the area. 

The grim discovery came as 
pressure mounted on the go¬ 
vernment to update the official 
toll of the country's drug-re¬ 
lated violence. 


IAEA confirms Iran enriching 
uranium at new plant 


VIENNA(AFP) - The UN 
atomic agency confirmed 
yesterday that Iran has 
started enriching uranium to 
20-percent purity at a new 
site in a difficult-to-bomb 
mountain bunker. 

"The IAEA can confirm 


that Iran has started the pro¬ 
duction of uranium enriched 
up to 20 percent... in the 
Fordo Fuel Enrichment 
Plant," the International 
Atomic Energy Agency in 
Vienna said in a statement.

Healthy eating may 
help ADHD kids 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Simply eating healthier may 
improve the behavior of chil¬ 
dren with attention deficit hy¬ 
peractivity disorder if therapy 
and medication fail, said a 
study published Monday in 
the journal Pediatrics. 

Researchers, however, 
said that their review of re¬ 
cent controlled scientific 
studies had shown conflicting 
evidence on the impact of 
supplements and restricted 
diets — in some cases they 
were no better than the 
placebo effect. 

Nutritional interventions 
should therefore be consid¬ 
ered an alternative or second¬ 
ary approach to treating 
ADHD, not a first-line attack, 
said the review by doctors at 
Northwestern University 
Medical School in Chicago. 

’’Supplemental diet ther¬ 
apy is simple, relatively inex¬ 
pensive, and more acceptable 
to patient and parent,” than 
strict additive-free diets that 
have been popular in the past, 
said the study. 

’’Public education regard¬ 
ing a healthy diet pattern and 
lifestyle to prevent or control 
ADHD may have greater 
long-term success.” 

The study reviewed re¬ 
search published on the 
sugar-restricted, additive-free 
Feingold Diet, megavitamin 
therapies, omega-3 fatty acid 
supplementation and the sus¬ 
pected link between ADHD 
and a ’’Western-style” high- 
fat, low-fiber diet. 

Three to five percent of 
US schoolchildren, or nearly 
five million youths, are diag¬ 
nosed with ADHD, which in¬ 
volves hyperactive behavior, 
inability to pay attention, and 
impulsivity. It is often treated 
with stimulant medications 
such as the controversial Ri¬ 
talin drug. 

The precise causes of 


ADHD are unknown, al¬ 
though studies have pointed 
to hereditary factors as well 
as social and environmental 
influences. Eating high-sugar 
and high-fat foods may exac¬ 
erbate symptoms, some re¬ 
search has shown. 

But while proposed inter¬ 
ventions such as giving iron 
supplements or cutting out 
additives and food dyes have 
soared in popularity in recent 
years, the Pediatrics article 
said there is little solid sci¬ 
ence to back up those claims. 

Even when it comes to 
sugar and diet soda, two ele¬ 
ments which many parents 
believe can trigger hyperac¬ 
tivity in children, scientific 
studies have been unable to 
prove a definitive link. 

’’The majority of con¬ 
trolled studies fail to demon¬ 
strate a significant adverse 
effect of sucrose or aspar¬ 
tame,” said the study. 

The authors noted that 
avoiding high sugar foods in 
young children ’’may prevent 
diet-related exacerbations of 
ADHD.” 

But when parents restrict a 
child’s sugar intake in order 
to ward off bad behavior, 
their inherent belief that it 
will work is likely to blur any 
objective assessment of 
whether it works or not. 

”In practice, the link be¬ 
tween sugar and hyperactive 
behavior is so universal in the 
opinion of parents of children 
with ADHD that no con¬ 
trolled study or physician 
counsel is likely to change 
this perception.” 

”A greater attention to the 
education of parents and chil¬ 
dren in a healthy dietary pat¬ 
tern, omitting items shown to 
predispose to ADHD, is per¬ 
haps the most promising and 
practical complementary or 
alternative treatment of 
ADHD,” said the study.

linked to a basket of flaws in 
a gene called RYR1, a trait 
which exists in mice as well 
as humans. 

A rise in body temperature 
causes a leak of calcium in 
muscle cells, triggering a mo¬ 
lecular cascade that eventu¬ 
ally makes the muscles 
contract and break down. 

Potassium and protein 
then pour out of the crippled 
muscle cells and into the 


bloodstream, reaching toxic 
levels that lead to heart or 
kidney failure. 

’’When we gave AICAR to 
the mice, it was 100 percent 
effective in preventing heat- 
induced deaths, even when 
we gave it no more than 10 
minutes before the activity,” 
said Susan Hamilton, a pro¬ 
fessor of molecular physiol¬ 
ogy at Baylor College of 
Medicine in Houston, Texas. 


Health Tip: Be Prepared for Skin Changes 
as You Age 


PARIS (AFP) - A drug dis- 
covered nearly four years ago 
that builds muscles in lazy 
mice may also prevent heat¬ 
stroke, according to lab re¬ 
search reported recently. 

If further tests work out, 
the compound could help 
athletes or soldiers who are 
so sensitive to heat that they 
could die from exertion on a 
hot day, its authors say. 

In 2008, a drug known as 
AICAR became dubbed the 
’’couch potato pill” after it 
was found to develop mus¬ 
cles and boost endurance 
among completely inactive 
laboratory rodents. It is now 
being explored as a treatment 
for several muscle diseases 
and metabolic disorders. 

In a paper published by the 
journal Nature Medicine, re¬ 
searchers in the United States 
said they discovered by chance 
that AICAR also protects mice 
against a disorder called malig¬ 
nant hyperthermia. 

This deadly condition is

India army offers 'glacier 
toilet* in hi-tech sell-off 



NEW DELHI (AFP) - Devel¬ 
oped for troops serving on 
glaciers high in the Hi¬ 
malayas, the non-flushing 
"bio-digester" toilet made by 
India's top defence research 
body is now being offered to 
companies and poorer states. 

It is one of 200 technolo¬ 
gies produced by the Defence 
Research and Development 
Organisation (DRDO) identi¬ 
fied as for sale via the Feder¬ 
ation of Indian Chambers of 
Commerce and Industry 
(FICCI). 


and DRDO in October 
forged a four-year 
partnership to hawk 
dual-use military prod¬ 
ucts as part of Premier 
Manmohan Singh's 
pledge in 2008 to offer 
defence technology 
spin-offs to the public, 
officials said. 

The "bio-digester” 
is among 10 of the 
DRDO products put 
on the fast-track for 
sale to state govern¬ 
ments and private 
companies, an Indian defence 
ministry official added. 

"Our condition is to take 
any non-classified technology 
(that can be used) for the ben¬ 
efit of the common man," 
said Niranlcar Saxena, Execu¬ 
tive Director of FICCI's Cen¬ 
tre for Technology 
Commercialisation, which 
heads the project. 

The "bio-digester" toilet 
conceived by a DRDO unit in 
the city of Gwalior, works by 
mixing self-multiplying bac¬ 
teria with human waste in 


specially-made tanks, result¬ 
ing in the production of 
methane gas and water. 

It was meant for Indian 
combat troops deployed on 
Siachen, a 6,300-metre-high 
(20,800-feet-high) glacier in 
disputed Kashmir where tem¬ 
peratures can fall up to to 
minus 50 degrees Celsius 
(minus 58 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit). 

Experts say they believe 
some 5,000 soldiers are de¬ 
ployed on the frigid waste¬ 
land, where calm has 
prevailed since a 2003 cease¬ 
fire with rival Pakistan. 

"Work on it began 15 years 
ago because excreta buried in 
snow by soldiers in the 
Siachen glacier polluted 
rivers when the ice melted," 
said scientist Vijay Veer of the 
Defence Research and Devel¬ 
opment Establishment, a 
DRDO unit. 

The bacteria used in the 
mountain version of the toilet 
were originally found in 
Antarctica, but another cock¬ 
tail can be used in the hot 
tropical plains where the need 
for toilets in India is most 
acute. 

FICCI's Saxena said the 
Indian territory of Lakshad¬ 
weep — a cluster of islands — 
has sought 12,000 bio-di- 
gesters at some 25,000 rupees 
($550) a unit for a major 
housing project. 

Next ice age not 
likely before 1,500 
years 

LONDON - High levels of 
carbon dioxide emissions in 
the atmosphere mean the 
next ice age is unlikely to 
begin for at least 1,500 
years, an article in the jour¬ 
nal Nature Geoscience said 
on Monday. 

Concentrations of the 
main gases blamed for 
global warming reached 
record levels in 2010 and 
will linger in the atmosphere 
for decades even if the 
world stopped pumping out 
emissions today, according 
to the U.N.'s weather 
agency. 

An ice age is a period 
when there is a long-term 
reduction in the earth's sur¬ 
face and atmospheric tem¬ 
perature, which leads to the 
growth of ice sheets and gla¬ 
ciers. 

There have been at least 
five ice ages on earth. Dur¬ 
ing ice ages there are cycles 
of glaciation with ice sheets 
both advancing and retreat¬ 
ing.

Europe's Vega rocket launch 
set for early February 


(AFP)-The maiden voyage of 
Europe's Vega rocket, designed 
to launch small payloads of 
about 1.5 tonnes into low- 
Earth orbit, is set for February 
9, the head of the European 
Space Agency said Monday. 

"The target date for the 
Vega launch, set with all the 
partners involved — Ariane- 
space, industry, other space 
agencies — is February 9," 
ESA's Director General Jean- 
Jacques Dordain said at a 
press conference. 

The rocket is scheduled to 
lift the LARES (Laser Rela¬ 
tivity Satellite), along with 
several other micro-satellites, 
from the Ariane launch site in 


Kourou, French Guiana. 

The ESA had hoped to put 
the first Vega into space as 
early as 2009, and in October 
set a January 30 date for the 
light rocket's first voyage. 

Bringing Vega on line 
means that Europe will have 
completed its three-pronged 
launch capability. 

Heavy-lifter Ariane ES can 
hoist the 20 tonnes Auto¬ 
mated Transfer Vehicle 
(ATV) supply module to the 
International Space Station, 
while the Ariane ECA is de¬ 
signed mainly to lift commu¬ 
nications satellites weighing 
up to 10 tonnes into geosta¬ 
tionary orbit.

Latest developments in the eurozone 


debt crisis 

PARIS (AFP) - Here are the 
main developments in the eu¬ 
rozone debt crisis yesterday: 

BERLIN: French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy called for a 
new European pact enforcing 
tighter budgetary discipline to 
be signed by member states by 
March 1. 

BERLIN: German Chan¬ 
cellor Angela Merkel said that 
she favoured a financial trans¬ 
action tax being introduced in 
the European Union or for the 


eurozone alone, after talks 
with French President Sarkozy. 

FRANKFURT: Germany 
paid a negative return to in¬ 
vestors at a debt auction, high¬ 
lighting the status of Europe’s 
biggest economy as a safe 
haven for investors in the cur¬ 
rent debt crisis. 

MADRID: Spain must 
squeeze an ’’unprecedented" 40 
billion euros ($51 billion) out 
of the budget in 2012 so as to 
meet its deficit-cutting target, 
Moody's warned. 


BERLIN: German Finance 
Minister Wolfgang Schaeuble 
said that a bailout fund set up 
for debt-wracked eurozone 
countries was struggling to at¬ 
tract foreign investors, who 
were demanding higher guar¬ 
antees. 

DUBLIN: Irish Prime Mi¬ 
nister Enda Kenny said he was 
confident of a positive out¬ 
come from the latest review of 
the country's implementation 
of financial reforms following 
an international bailout. 


BMW says likely to open new Brazil plant 



DETROIT (AFP)-Ger¬ 
man carmaker BMW 
plans to open a new 
manufacturing plant in 
Brazil as the govern¬ 
ment raises barriers to 
imported cars to build 
domestic production, 
marketing chief Ian 
Robertson said yester¬ 
day. 

"We are in the ad¬ 
vanced stages of a deci¬ 
sion for a South Ame¬ 
rican operation, proba¬ 
bly in Brazil," Robertson said 
at the Detroit auto show. 

The company has two 
sites in mind for its first 
South American plant, he 
said, while not divulging the 
second country it could be fo¬ 
cusing on. 

"Brazil is likely to be the 


solution," he added. 

With its fast-growing 
economy, Brazil is in the 
sights of many "premium" 
auto makers. 

But the country is setting 
up barriers to imports to 
encourage domestic manu¬ 
facturing, along with tough 


criteria for those set¬ 
ting up shop to ensure 
the carmaker does 
more than simple as¬ 
sembly. 

BMW sold 15,000 
cars in Brazil last year, 
double the level of 
2009. 

Robertson cited ris¬ 
ing "protectionism" by 
countries seeking to 
press carmakers to 
manufacture for its 
plans to expand pro¬ 
duction facilities in various 
markets around the world. 

But he said demand for 
BMWs worldwide is strong 
enough to support the expan¬ 
sion of production in numer¬ 
ous locations. 

"We are running all our 
plants on top capacity." 


Detroit hails resurgence of auto industry 


DETROIT (AFP) - Detroit ce¬ 
lebrated the resurgence of the 
US auto industry yesterday as 
a renewed sense of optimism - 
- along with a dose of glamour 
and glitz — returned to the 
Motor City's annual auto show. 

"As you look at these 
breathtaking vehicles, I ask 


you to remember they repre¬ 
sent more than creative think¬ 
ing and design," US Trans¬ 
portation Secretary Ray La- 
Hood said at the opening cere¬ 
mony. 

"They represent American 
factories bustling and hum¬ 
ming, American workers 


churning out cars, and Ameri¬ 
can families earning pay- 
checks again." 

Just three years ago, the 
survival of the Detroit Three 
automakers was in doubt as 
General Motors and Chrysler 
sought billions in government 
bailouts and Ford's balance 
sheets hemorrhaged red ink 
during the deepest economic 
downturn in decades. 

All three of Detroit's car- 
makers are now yielding pro¬ 
fits again for the first time 
since 2004 and posting market 
share gains for the first time 
since 1988. 

Experts also predict car 
companies will add 190,000 
jobs by 2015, after shedding 
400,000 jobs in 2008, LaHood 
said. 

While the industry still 
faces deep risks — especially in 
Europe — global auto sales are 
forecast to grow from around 
70 million vehicles in 2012 to 
110 million in 2020, Mercedes 
chief executive Dieter Zetsche 
said.

Minimum wage hike will 
keep Brazil growing 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazil's 
uptick in its minimum wage 
and increasing consumption 
will keep the economy hum¬ 
ming in 2012 despite the 
global slowdown, President 
Dilma Rousseff said yesterday. 

"The increase of the mini¬ 
mum wage is important be¬ 
cause families will be able to 
consume more and live better," 
she said. 

"With it, there will be more 
demand for our industry, trade 
and services, maintaining the 
dynamism and keeping the 


wheel of the economy spin¬ 
ning so that Brazil will con¬ 
tinue to grow." 

Some 40 million Brazilian 
workers and retirees directly 
benefit from the higher mini¬ 
mum wage, which on January

EU bond sale raises 3.0 bn 


euros for Ireland, Portugal 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Union raised 3.0 billion 
euros ($3.8 billion) yesterday 
in a successful 30-year bond 
sale for bailed-out eurozone 
nations Ireland and Portugal. 

The first auction of the year 
was "a statement of market 
confidence to the EU," the Eu¬ 
ropean Commission said, ad¬ 
ding that Ireland and Portugal 
will each get 1.5 billion euros 
from the sale on January 16. 

Demand for the long-term 
debt was high, with bids to¬ 
talling 5.2 billion euros and or¬ 
ders closing within two hours. 
The bond, which matures on 
April 4, 2042, pays a coupon 
of 3.75 percent. 

Most demand came from 
within the 27-nation EU, with 
German investors accounting 
for 70 percent follow by 
Britain at 13 percent and Bel¬ 
gium, the Netherlands and 
Luxembourg 8.0 percent. 

With Ireland and Portugal 
effectively shut out of the mar¬ 


kets by prohibitive rates, the 
EU and eurozone each raise 
money on their behalf at much 
lower rates as part of their 
multibillion-euro bailouts. 

After Greece was granted a 
110-billion-euro bailout in 
May 2010, Ireland was given 
an 85-billion-euro EU-IMF 
rescue package later that year 
and Portugal secured a 78-bil- 
lion-euro package in May

"Devil Inside" tops North American box office 



JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Anti-apartheid icon Nelson 
Mandela's life story is to be 
turned into a six-part televi¬ 
sion mini-series co-created 
by his grandson, the produc¬ 
ers behind the multinational 
project said Monday. 

Entitled "Madiba”, Man¬ 
dela's clan name, the series 
"will take a broad view of the 
inner passions and outside 
forces that guided him," they 
said in a statement. 

With a budget of $30 mil¬ 
lion (24 million euros), the 
project will explore Mandela's 
relationship with his mother, 
his political activism, impris¬ 
onment, rise as political leader 
and election as South Africa's 
first black president. 

The producers will an¬ 


nounce who will play the 
democracy icon once casting 
finishes in the next few 
weeks, said Lance Samuels, 
whose South African produc¬ 
tion house Out of Africa will 
co-produce the series with 
Kweku Mandela, a grandson 
to the apartheid hero. 

The Nelson Mandela 
Foundation said it supported 
the undertaking and was 
helping with research. 

The Nobel Peace Prize¬ 
winner was imprisoned for 
27 years for his fight against 
white oppression in South 
Africa. He was freed in 1990 
and elected president four 
years later. 

Kweku Mandela said it 
would seek to portray "Man¬ 
dela the man" instead of 
"Mandela the saint." 

The screenplay will be 
based on two Mandela books 
— his autobiographical "Con¬ 
versations with Myself’ and 
a book of authorised quota¬ 
tions, "Nelson Mandela by 
Himself’. 

Public interest in Man¬ 
dela, 93, has remained strong 
throughout his imprisonment, 
political career and retire¬ 
ment. 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
newly-released horror flick 
"The Devil Inside" topped 
the North American box of¬ 
fice at the weekend, accord¬ 
ing to estimates published 
Sunday by the film industry 
group Exhibitor Relations.

Broncos stun Steelers, 
Giants advance in 
playoffs 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Tim 
Tebow threw an 80-yard 
touchdown pass to Demary- 
ius Thomas only 11 seconds 
into over-time on Sunday to 
give Denver a stunning 29-23 
NFL playoff upset of six-time 
Super Bowl champion Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

Thomas caught the ball 
running across the middle, 
stiff-armed defender Ike Tay¬ 
lor and ran the last 60 yards 
into the end zone to put the 
Broncos, who lost their final 
three regular-season games, 
into the second round of the 
playoffs. 

"I don't think it's the first 
time our offense has clicked 
in but it certainly was well 
timed,” Broncos coach John 
Fox said. "I don't think we 
reinvented the wheel. We just 
executed better. 

"A lot of that was because 
of our quarterback. He 
stepped up and played well 
and was a big part of our win¬ 
ning that game.” 

Southpaw quarterback 
Tebow recaptured the magic 
of his mid-season six-game 
win streak, throwing for 316 
yards and two touchdowns 
and running for another. But 
his last play was his greatest, 
ending the shortest over-time 
in NFL playoff history. 

"They made the signifi¬ 
cant plays that allowed them 
to win,” Steelers coach Mike 
Tomlin said. "It was what we 
expected. He did a nice job. 
A lot of guys did.” 

Denver will visit New 
England next Saturday while 
Houston will travel to Balti¬ 
more next Sunday in Ameri¬ 
can Conference 

second-round games. 

In Sunday's other playoff 
game, Eli Manning threw 
three touchdown passes, two 
of them to Hakeem Nicks, 
and the New York Giants ad¬ 
vanced with a 24-2 victory 
over visiting Atlanta. 

Manning completed 23- 
of-32 passes for 277 yards 


while Nicks caught six passes 
for 115 yards as the Giants 
won the first playoff game in 
their new stadium for their 
first home playoff triumph 
since 2000. 

The Giants booked a sec¬ 
ond-round visit next Sunday 
to defending Super Bowl 
champion Green Bay while 
New Orleans, on a nine-game 
win streak, goes to San Fran¬ 
cisco next Saturday in the 
other National Conference 
matchup. 

At Denver, Pittsburgh's 
Ben Roethlisberger con¬ 
nected with Jerricho Cotch- 
ery on a 31 -yard touchdown 
passes with 3:48 to play, 
pulling the Steelers level at 
23-23 and setting the stage 
for Tebow's over-time hero¬ 
ics. 

Pittsburgh's Ryan Mundy 
forced a fumble by Broncos 
rusher Willis McGahee and 
LaMarr Woodley recovered 
for the Steelers near midfield 
to set up the drive for the 
equalizer. 

Mike Wallace ran one 
yard on a sweep around the 
right side that capped an 87- 
yard, 11-play march and 
pulled Pittsburgh within 20- 
13 with 4:29 to play in the 
third quarter. 

Denver answered on Matt 
Prater's 35-yard field goal 
with 13:10 to play but Shaun 
Suisham responded with a 
37-yard field goal 3:11 later 
to keep Pittsburgh within a 
touchdown. 

Suisham kicked field 
goals of 38 and 45 yards in 
the first quarter to give the 
Steelers a 6-0 lead but the 
Broncos answered quickly. 

Tebow threw a 30-yard 
touchdown pass to Eddie 
Royal 96 seconds into the 
second quarter and followed 
with an 8-yard touchdown 
run 2:48 later. Prater added 
field goals of 20 and 28 yards 
to give Denver a 20-6 half¬ 
time lead.

”I've been a lucky man¬ 
ager to have such great play¬ 
ers from the word go right 
through to today," said the 
70-year-old Scot. 

"What makes United such 
a special club, from our past 
right up to the present day, is 
that they have always re¬ 
tained the courage to play and 
the courage to win.” 


Barca boasted five players 
in the FIFPro XI for 2011, 
with Dani Alves, Gerard 
Pique and Andres Iniesta se¬ 
lected alongside Xavi and 
Messi. 

Madrid had four represen¬ 
tatives — Iker Casillas, Sergio 
Ramos, Xabi Alonso and 
Ronaldo — while Manchester 
United pair Nemanja Vidic 
and Wayne Rooney com¬ 
pleted the line-up. 

Messi and Rooney missed 
out on the FIFA Puskas 
Award for the best goal of 
2011, which was awarded to 
Santos forward Neymar for a 
remarkable solo goal that he 
scored in a Brazilian league 
game against Flamengo. 

Japanese midfielder 
Homare Sawa claimed the 
women's equivalent of the 
Ballon d'Or, after she won the 
Golden Boot for top scorer 
and the Golden Ball for 
player of the tournament as 
Japan secured their first ever 
women's World Cup title in 
Germany. 

Marta of Brazil and 
United States striker Abby 
Wambach were also nomi¬ 
nated. 

Japan coach Norio Sasaki 
was named Women's Coach 
of the Year, ahead of France 
coach Bruno Bini and the 
USA's Swedish coach Pia 
Sundhage.

Orlando made a first-

Tiger to make US 
PGA 2012 debut at 
Pebble Beach 



PEBBLE BEACH (AFP) - 
Tiger Woods will play his 
first US PGA event of the 
2012 season at next month's 
Pebble Beach National Pro- 
Am, the 14-time major cham¬ 
pion announced Monday on 
his website. 

The appearance will be the 
first for Woods at the event 
since 2002. He won the Peb¬ 
ble Beach Pro-Am in 2000, 
rallying from five strokes 
back in the last round, and 
won the US Open four 
months later by a record-set- 
ting 15 strokes. 

"I'm excited to start my 
PGA season at the Pebble 
Beach National Pro-Am,” 
Woods said. "I'm looking for¬ 
ward to playing in this event. 
I haven't been to this tourna¬ 
ment lately, but I have a lot of 
good memories at Pebble.” 

The major victory at Peb¬ 


ble Beach began a run of 
four major titles in a row 
for Woods, the famed 
"Tiger Slam”. Woods, 
who first saw the Pacific 
Ocean-side layout as a 
junior golfer, shared 
fourth at the 2010 US 
Open at Pebble Beach. 

"It has always been one 
of my favorite spots," 
Woods said. "It might be 
the prettiest place on Earth.” 

Woods will open his 
2012 season on January 
26 at the HSBC Champi¬ 
onship in Abu Dhabi. 

The Pro-Am features play 
on Spyglass Hill and Mon¬ 
terey Peninsula's Shore 
course as well as Pebble 
Beach in the first three 
rounds. 

"I’ve never played Mon¬ 
terey Peninsula and am look¬ 
ing forward to it,” Woods 
said. "From all I've heard, it's 
a wonderful course and the 
greens are fast.” 

Woods snapped a two- 
year win drought last month 
by winning the 18-man 
World Challenge event to 
benefit his foundation, but 
has not won a US PGA event 
since September of 2009. 

"It was great to finish 2011 
strong,” Woods said. "More 
importantly, it’s good to be 
healthy again. I'm hoping to 
get off to a fast start.”

Messi (pictured) was on 
Monday awarded the 2011 
FIFA Ballon d'Or at a star- 
studded ceremony in Zurich, 
the third consecutive year 
that he has won the presti¬ 
gious award for the world's 
outstanding footballer. 

The 24-year-old Barce¬ 
lona and Argentina forward 
finished ahead of his Real 
Madrid rival Cristiano 
Ronaldo and Barca team¬ 
mate Xavi.
